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ABSTRACT 

Three activity booklets are presented for 
implementing Project EAGLE, an enrichment program for gifted and 
talented kindergarten children. The first activity booklet contains a 
poem by J. D. Evans titled "In search of the Xanthus," which 
describes the search for an imaginary beast that leaves an "X" on the 
spot where it used to be. The second activity booklet also contains a 
poem by J. D. Evans, titled "Close Encounters of the Zhack Kind," 
which tells the story of a creature from outer space who rearranges 
its shape to take on the form of a sliding board and tries to make 
friends with the sliding board. The booklets are printed in 
large-sized type with large line drawings on each page suitable for 
tracing or coloring. The third booklet, titled "Kindergarten Activity 
Pages H-Z," provides enrichment concepts, activities, and student 
handouts for weekly thematic projects. (The activity pages begin with 
the letter H because the activities are coordinated with the 
kindergarten curriculum and students are not identified for Project 
EAGLE until the regular curriculum has already completed the study <.f 
several letters.) The thematic concepts for H-Z include: hexagons, 
optical illusions, jellyfish, kaleidoscopes, looking closer with 
magnifiers, magnets, news, ocean environment, prints made from 
sunlight, quilts, roots of plants, starfish, touch, unidentified 
flying objects, verse, whales, xanthus (an imaginary beast), yeast, 
and Zhack (a space creature.) (JDD) 
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The Xanthus is a clever beast 
that no one's ever seen. 
It may have claws 12-lnches long I 
It may be blue. Or green. 
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It may have stripes, or spots. 

Who knows? 

It may sleep In a tree. 

It may wear sneakers on its feet 

(size double-wide, EE.)

Introduction: Distribute Pattern Blocks and permit free manipulation and 
discovery.

2. After defining hexagons, ask the students to find other shapes which can 
make a hexagon. (Three rfaombi, six triangles, two trapezoids or 
combfaudons.) 

3. Students shoukl place several hexagon shapes on the '*ir page. Pattern 
Btock stickers can be used (with teacher hOp) to record their shapes 
permanently. 

4w Ask the students ifthey can thhikofother ways to make six-sided 
shapes. Experiment 

Extension: Show students pictures or models of differently shaped 
hexagons. Are aO of these shapes hexagons? Why?

Introduction: Present several terge optical illusions to students. What do 
they see? Discuss responses. 

Activity:

2. Give a very sfanpleexpbuiatkn of how viskm works. (Light entering the 

eye stfanulates the optic nerve which sends si^mds to the bndn and vision 
occurs.) 

3. Discuss how, hi an optical iS^.usion» the brafai is somethnes puzzled by 

the pictures and pattenis that it ^sees" and doesn't know which hnage to 
choose. 

4. Students should try to draw an ilhisioD they saw on the *T page. 
Extension: Show students some color optical iDusions.

Introduction: Read a story (foct or fiction) about Jellyfish to students.

2. After estabUsUng that Jellyfish live hi the sea, review the parts of the 
Jeflyfish. AU JeUyfish have the umbreUa form* or bell, and many have 
tentacles. JeDyflsh swhn by openhig and sfautttag the beD and thrusthig 
themsehres flurough the water by propuFjIon. Some JeUyfish sthig fish to 
paralyze them. 

3. Students should complete the JeUyfish picture on the "J** page. 



Extension: Ask students to fanagine and tsSk about what it would be Uke to 
be a JeUyfish swhnmhig firedy fai the ocean.

3. On**L**pa8e(asmaiiyasneci!ssai7),studentsfirstdraweachitemasit 
appears without magpiillbtion and then draw how each (ribje^ 
examination with the magnifiers. 

4b Compare student findbigs. Some students may wish to know how a 
magnifier works. (Light entering a curved lens is forced faito a wide arc 
whidi makes the reflected image appear larger.) 

Extensfon: Students find objects around the room and try to predict how 
each will look through magnifiers. They then examine the objects to 
confirm or refute theh* guesses.

Enrichment concept: Magnets attract objects made of iron or steel 

Ihtroductkm: Distribute magnets of assorted shapes and sizes and permit 
free manipulation and expkMration.

L Ask students to choose objects from a tray and ti7 to pfck up each object 
with a magnet (Objects should include paper dips^ almnhium cans, 
pencils, keys, etc.) 

2. As students experiment, explain that the size and shape of Uie magnet 
determhies how strong it fa (how much magnetic force.) 

3. Ask students to determine what each object if made of and thfaik about 

the objects the magnet picked up. Students shoukl be able to conchide that 

iron ami steel objects can be pkdttd up widi magnets. R Is important to note 

that magnets are not attracted to ahnninum even though alumfaium is a 
metal 

4. Students shouMpfek one of the objects that the magnet aUracted and 
draw it on the *'M** pag& 

Extension: Allow students to build shapes with the magnets and discover 
how the poles attract or repel each other.

L Ask students to thfaik of some personal fiunOy news. It could betiie 
student only or famOy news. Discuss. 

2. Distribute two "N" pages. Students draw tiieir news on one page and 
dictate the news story to the teacher on the otfier page. 

3. Ask each student to share his or her news story and picture with the 
group. 

Extension: Student papers can be copied and distributed as Project

Introduction: Ask students to think about some creatures that live in 
oceans. One student tells about his or her creature and the other students 
try to guess what it is. 

Activity: 

L Ten students that **0** Week is a group project DistribFieoeklag 
stencils of varkNis marine creatures and h^ students trace the animals on a 
large piece of blue bulletin board paper. Have appropriate reference books 
available if students are unsure of where to place certain anfanab. 

2. Each student traces and cotors some animals. Students add drawings of 
plants and rocks and other ocean-related items to the picture. 

3. Take enough photognqihs of the group hokUng their project for each 
chiM to take a picture home. 



Extension: Look at pictures of ocean environments in reference books and 
compare to the students pfcture.

Students 
place several damp paper towds hi the cups and select Uma beans to place 
in the cups. Hie cups are placed on a sunny windowsOl and the paper 
towds kqit damp but not wet 

3. Explahi that faisMe each Ihna bean is a thy plant waitfag to grow. 
GraduaDy, the Ihna bean shdl wiU soften and the tfaiy plant will start to 

grow upwards hi search of light and the roots win grow downwards hi 
search of nutrients. 

4w As roots grow over the next few weeks, students complete several "R" 
pages to document root growth. 

Extension: After Uma bean phmts are about two to three inches taU, help 
students transpkmt to peat pots for students to take home or conthiue 
growing hi class.

Substitute several objects for the original and encourage the describing and 
guessfaig process again. 

Activity: 

L Discuss the activity with the students: Is it difficult to guess an object 
when you can only touch it, not see it? 

2. Give a sfanple explanation of touch. Nerve endfaigifai the fingertips 
receive messages wfakh are sent to the brain. The brain "translates" these 
messages and sends back a response. Hie response could be: Thisisgood! 
TUshurts! Thisfedssoft! This might be dangerous! 

3. Distribute **T* week page. Students select one of the objects they fdt hi 
the Touch Box and draw it hi the box on the page. Ask each student to give 
several acQedivesdescribhig the object Name the object at the bottom of 
the page. 

Extension: Students are asked to select objects from around the room to 
pkice hi the Touch Box. The other students take turns guesshig what is in 
the box.

Introduction: Show students pictures of UFO*s. Ask students to tell what 
they know about them and what the acronym UFO stands for.

L Read a book to the students about UFO*s. Look at the different pfctures 
of the objects to see how different artists have fatepreted what a UFO 
looks like. 

2. Explain that some people bdieve that UFO's exist and others bdieve 
thatthey don't Each person has to make iqi his or her own mhid. 

3. Distribute paper plates, markers^ pipe cleaners and newspaper to 
students. Each student decorates the back of the paper plates with marker, 
pipe deaners, stars etc., and then the teacher staples the UFO together with 
newspaper faiserted between the plates to keep the drodar shape. 

Extension: Students share their products with group members. 
Encourage students to thfaik of what type of alien creatures might live hi 
theUFO*s. Where dki each UFO come from?

IT desired, explain 
other attributes of mammals and show pictores of baby calves. 

4. Give students oaktag stencils of whale bodies and bhick construction 
paper. Help students trace the whale shape on two pieces of construction 
paper. Whale shapes are cut out, decorated, stapled and stuffed with 
crumpled newspaper. 

Extension: Ptey recordings of whale sounds hi the ocean for students.

Enrichment concept: Yeast is a tfaiy phmt that grows by producing gas 
bubbles. 

Introduction: Bring hi a bakery or home-made loaf of bread. Cut it open 
so students can see the tiny air pockets faiside. Eiqilafai that a special phmt 
called yeast makes the bread expand and grow and leaves bebind these tiny 
airpodcets. 

Activity:

1. Give each student a sman bowl, a spoon, a packet of yeast and 1/2 tsp. 
each of sugar and salt 

2. Pour about 1/3 cup of warm water faito each bowL fiostnict students to 
stir in the sugar and salt mixture. Sprinkle hi the yeast and stir. Let rest 
for a few minutes and watch what happens. The yeast should begin to 
bubble and foam. Students can also smefl a yeasty odor. 

3. Expfadn to ^ndmts that when bakers mk bread, yeast is added to make 
the bread mixture grow and get lighter. The tiny phmt produces gas 
bubbles which force the bread mi^dtures apart The yeast keeps expanding 
until the heat of the oven kfflb it 

4 Ushig magnifiers, let students examine the yeast mixture. (They won't 
be able to see the phmt itself.) Distribute the ** Y** page and have students 
draw before and after pictures of the yeast granules and foamy mhcture. 

Extension: If time and space permit, bake a loaf of bread with students and 
share.
